"The spoils system makes polit! 
cal 
campaigns 
undignified, 
ugly 
.struggles for spoils," declared Prof. 
Pollock, “and in reality, makes it 
personal politics." 
The professor 
pictured elections today as being 
marelv for the purpose of getting 
the right to parcel out the jobs. 
It 
has developed to such an extent 
that the victorious leader is now so 
plagued wit Ii office seekers that he 
is unable to give any time to his 
duties. 
"Our 
present 
governor.” 
said 
Prof. Pollock, “who certainy ca ti 
not be called a brain truster, but 
who Is rather a politician, made an 
epic statement when he said: ‘P a t­ 
ronage is today the most corroding 
influence in popular government.’ ’’ 
The natural solution of the evils 
of the spoils system is full civil 
service, according to Prof. Pollock 
At present, 75 per cent of federal 
positions are meted out 
by civil 
service and nine states of the Union 
have almost full civil service. 
The 
state of 
New York was 
the first 
state to inaugurate the system and 
now has the most efficient political 
system. 
Michigan, with 
hut o n e 
or two instances, 
especially 
the 
state police, employes the spoils 
system. 
Points to Other Nations 
As a result of Michigan not hav­ 
ing civil service, it has been dis 
closed that 67 per cent of the 87,000 
state jobs in this 
state 
change 
hands every five years. 
A further 
study disclosed that 50 per cent 
changes every two years. 
Needless 
to sav, efficiency in such a set-up 
Is cut to a minimum. 
Prof. Pollock explained the oppo­ 
sition of the politicians to the civil 
service. 
He pointed out th e results 
of the use of such systems In other 
countries, 
notably 
Great 
Britain 
and Germany. 
England, lie said, 
has bud a system of giving jobs on 
merit since 1853 and now has one 
of the most efficient public service 
groups in the world. 
Germany has 
used this method sinco th e time of 
Frederic the Great 
and 
it 
has 
worked wonders. 
It has tided Ger­ 
many through the reign 
of 
the 
kaiser, through the republic and is 
now serving the Nazi dictatorship. 
The professor did not condemn 
the politicians for indulging in their 
rights to name men to various jobs. 
Instead, he criticized tho people for 
letting the politicians 
have 
this 
privilege and ho declared the evils 
of the spoils system would never 
he cleared up until the people of 
Michigan themselves do something 
about it.

In 1934, Michigan had 146.000 
acres of rye which yielded 9 bush­ 
els to the acre. 
There was 1,314,- 
000 bushels produced. 
The crop 
had an average value of $5.85 an 
acre to the farmer. 
The average 
total yield for the past ten years 
has been 2.153.000 bushels. 
"There is no reason why A m eri­ 
can farmers should not be in a 
position to m arket this product as 
well as other farm products when 
there is a demand for them here

the right to parcel out th e Jobs.

has developed to such an extent 
that the victorious leader is now so 
plagued with office seekers that he 
is unable to give any time to his 
duties.

Prof. Pollock, "who certainy can 
not be called a brain truster, hut 
who is rather a politician, made an 
epic statement when he said: ‘P at­ 
ronage is today the most corroding 
influence in popular g o v ern m e n t.'" 
Tho natural solution of the evils 
of the spoils system is full civil 
service, according to Prof. Pollock 
At present, 75 per cent of federal 
positions are meted out 
by civil 
service and nine states of the Union 
have almost lull civil service. 
The 
state of New York was the first 
state to inaugurate the system and 
now has the most efficient political 
system. 
Michigan,

or two instances, 
especially 
the 
state pollee, employes tile spoils 
system. 
Points to Other Nations 
As a result of Michigan not hav­ 
ing civil service, it has been dis­ 
closed that 67 per cent of the KT,OOO 
state jobs in this

ch an g e 
hands every five years. 
A further 
study disclosed that 50 per cent 
changes every two years. 
Needless 
to sav, efficiency In such a Het-up 
is cut to a minimum. 
Prof. Pollock explained tile oppo­ 
sition of the politicians to the civil 
service. 
He pointed out th e results 
of the use of such systems in other 
countries, 
notably 
Great 
Britain 
and Germany. 
England, he said, 
has bud a system of giving jobs on 
merit since 1853 and now has one 
of tile most efficient public service 
groups in the world. 
Germany bas 
used this method sinco th e time of 
Frederic the Great 
and 
it 
bas 
worked wonders. 
It has tided Ger­ 
many through the reign 
of 
the 
kaiser, through the republic and is 
now aerving the Nazi dictatorship. 
Tho professor did not condemn 
the politicians for Indulging In their 
righto to name men to various jobs.

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Social Security Plan 
Admits Failure of Our 
System, Says Handman

The 
social 
security bill as a 
means of curing the eiils of the 
present economic 
structure, 
al­ 
though failing in 
many 
of 
its 
aims, nevertheless deserves deep 
consideration, declared Professor 
Max Handman 
at 
the 
alumni 
school yesterday morning. 
“ As 
an 
insurance 
program." 
said the progessor, “ the security 
hill is far from what it 
was 
in­ 
tended for.” It does take care of 
the seasonal unemployment to a 
certain extent but it will not he a 
solution to the cyclical unemploy­ 
ment. or depressions, which come 
regularly and which last years at a 
time. 
There are three distinctive re­ 
actions to the security program. 
The rightists believe, that by cre­ 
ating a reserve fund as a pension, 
the program abolishes thrift. To 
thi<« the professor pointed out that 
our economic structure, 
on 
the 
whole, is based on spending rather 
than thrift. People who do save 
put their money in hanks believ­ 
ing that it is secure there. That is 
not the case, 
however, 
as 
was 
clearly shown in recent years, for 
hanks, to pay interest on money, 
must invest it. And when the de­ 
pressions come, the hanks invest­ 
ments cannot he liquidated, hence 
these savings become frozen 
as­ 
sets. 
Object Is Pole 
The leftists object to the social 
security system, terming it a dole. 


In times of depression, men are 
unemployed, factories 
and 
raw 
materials are idle and yet people 
want for the lack of products. The 
leftists believe that it is possible 
to bring the unemployed workers, 
the idle factories and raw m ater­ 
ials together to produce the desir­ 
ed products, and at the same time 
create purchasing power to satis­ 
fy demand. Such a plan is not pos­ 
sible as has been shown. 
Between 
the extreme rightists 
and the leftists, 
lie those who be­ 
lieve a middle course is the best 
plan. They believe in letting peo­ 
ple squander their money, learn 
their lesson and then 
they 
will 
provide for their future. The only 
hitch in this method of thinking, 
according to Professor ’landman. 
is the peculiarities of human na­ 
ture and the fact that most people 
really are human. 
The professor declared that it is 
rot feasible to prevent the intro­ 
duction of each new technological
